Report of the Supervisors’ Judi­ 
ciary Committee. 


IMPEACHED IN PLAIN LANGUAGE. 


Demand for a Judicial Inquiry and 
Decision. 


DECLAEED UNWORTHY AUD UNPIT 


Legal Proceedings to be Instituted 
for His Removal. 


(SPECIAL BY TELKORAPU TO THE RKCORD-T:NION.J 


S a n F rancisco, May 3d.—The Judiciary 
Committee of the Board of Supervisors— 
Taylor, Ka3tman and Litchfield—presented 
the following 
REPORT TO THE BOARD 
At its meeting to-night: 
Your Judiciary Committee, who were in­ 
structed uy resolution to take the matter of 
the utterances and addresses of Hon. Isaac 
S. Kalloch since he has been Mayor of this 
city into consideration, and to report what, 
if any, incendiary language has been publicly 
used by the said Isaac S. Kalloch, and to re­ 
port the proper action to be taken 
by the Board in the premises, would 
respectfully report that dining the past 
three years there has existed in this city 
a class of persons who have agitated political 
subjects in an unlawful manner. During the 
time that Isaac S. Kalloch has been Mayor of 
this city, almost daily large bodies of men, 
turbulent and vicious, and in their objects and 
purposes insurrectionary, have assembled and 
been addressed by persons using language 
blasphemous and incendiary in its character. 
This discontented and lawless element by 
Isaac S. Kalloch, Mayor, has been exhorted 
and advised to form processions and parade 
the streets. In consequence of these riotous 
assemblages 
THREATENING PARADES 
AND 
INCENDIARY 
LANGUAGE, 
All trades have been stagnant and property 
values depreciated, industries checked, the 
public peace disturbed, the well-being of soci­ 
ety and the stability of the government en­ 
dangered. On many occasions, Isaac S. 
Kalloch, both in his capacity as a citizen and 
Mayor, has exerted his ability and influence 
and encouraged the lawless and refractory 
portion of our population, and has en­ 
deavored to keep them in such a dis­ 
position and temperament as to commit an 
outbreak against the law whenever it 
should suit his purposes; that he has 
wantonly and maliciously, without cause or 
reason, impeached the honesty and integrity 
of this whole community, singling it out 
from the rest of civilized communities, in his 
opinion, for its utter moral obliquity and un­ 
equaled infam y; that he has willfully, ma­ 
liciously aud falsely accused various branches 
of the city government of dereliction of duty 
and corruption in office, thereby weakening 
their influence and tending to destroy their 
efficiency; that he has endeavored to 
strengthen his power over his followers for 
the accomplishment of his own ends and the 
securing of 
HIS PRIVATE REVENGE J 
That he has tried to engender wicked and 
brutal feelings among the poor against the 
rich, thereby inciting them to lawlessness ; 
that he has threatened mob violence to in­ 
dividuals and insurrection against the laws 
and government of this State and the United 
States ; that under pretense of counseling the 
turbulent and vicious against mob violence 
and to respect the laws, he has insiduously 
advised them to be in readiness for blood­ 
shed, violence-and overthrow of the lawful 
authorities.' To report the language used by 
Isaac S. Kalloch, Mayor, called for by the 
resolution, would render it necessary to em­ 
body the whole of all his public ad­ 
dresses, for after a very careful and 
critical reading 
and analysis of the 
language 
used, both 
in 
his 
public 
speeches and official communications, we find 
abundant reason to express our regret aud 
indignation at his conduct while filling the 
position to which we believe an unfortunate 
occurrence elevated him, and in which posi­ 
tion his example and influence have been, 
and are, more heinous and prejudicial and 
injurious to this community than those of the 
brutal and degraded persons who have been 
arrested aud convicted for the commission of 
unlawful acts which he aided and abetted. 
In our opinion, Isaac S. Kalloch, Mayor, 
hits been and is ambitious of ascending and 
burning for revenge, apparently 
UNSCRUPULOUS AND UNPRINCIPLED, 
And that he has, by iusiduous aud insincere 
language, endeavored to incite the vicious 
aud evil-disposed, and to stir up their dor­ 
mant passions to accomplish his objects, at 
the expense of the loss and disgrace of this 
community, which it was his sworn duty to 
prevent and defend, although ingeniously as­ 
serting, for his own purposes, that he had 
both the power and the inclination to re­ 
strain those whom his language had 
arrayed 
against 
the 
lawfully consti­ 
tuted authorities and the best inter­ 
ests of the people. In our opinion, 
Isaac S. Kalloch, Mayor, is lacking in sincer­ 
ity and public spirit, although professing it; 
is devoid of integrity and fidelity to the pnb­ 
lic interests in the discharge of his duties ; is 
faithless to the principles of good government 
—yet is learned in platitudes which his facile 
brain and tongue clothed in language con­ 
vincing to the susceptible and unthinking, 
and that wholly regardless of his duties he 
exercised his dangerous proclivities to excite 
the masees, warily qualifying 
HIS INCENDIARY LANGUAGE, 
So far as possible, that while pandering to 
the unruly and evil-disposed, he appears to 
have endeavored to Bave himself from the 
consequences of his acts, if the results he 
aimed at were not attained, whatever their 
effect might be upon others. Disastrous as 
the acts and the conduct of Isaac S. Kalloch, 
Mayor, have been to San Francisco, by her 
fair fame being smirched at home and abroad 
her people thwarted and insulted by his dis­ 
regard and violation of his duties, the period 
has arrived when in our opinion it devolves 
upon this Board to stamp upon them, in behal^ 
of an outraged community, this disapproval 
and condemnation of these ]>emicioas and 
unprincipled acts. 
This community has 
awakened from its dangerous apathy, and 
demands, in our opinion, that the honor, 
credit and fair fame of the municipality be 
vindicated by a judicial inquiry and decision 
in the manner prescribed by law as to 
whether or not the act of the said Mayor, I. 
S. Kalloch, should cause his removal from 
that high and honorable position. Yonr com­ 
mittee believe, considering the premises, and 
do not hesitate to say, that Isaac S. Kalloch 
has proven 
UNWORTHY AND UN TIT 
For the Mayoralty, and that it is the duty of 
this Board to call for this action and for 
prompt and speedy justice on behalf of the 
iLy and county of San Francisco, and how­ 


ever much we may deprecate anil regret the 
occasion that compele us to strongly and, in 
our opinion, justly, criticise the acta of the 
Mayor, which have been beyond all example 
and endurance, yet in the performance of a 
public duty, and in justice to the feelings of 
au outraged community, we would be recre­ 
ant to our trusts not to recommend such 
a’ction. 
Mr. Stetson moved the adoption of the 
report. 
ADOPTTON OF THE REPORT. 
Mayor Kalloch put the motion, and an­ 
nounced as the result of the viva voce vote 
that it was carried. 
• 
Mr. Taylor called for the calling of the 
roll, which was ordered, and resulted in a 
unanimous vote for its adoption. 
Mr. Taylor introduced the following : 
licso!icd, That in accordance with the re­ 
port of the Judiciary Committee, said com­ 
mittee, in conjunction with the Finance 
Couunitee, are hereby authorized and em­ 
powered to cause judicial proceedings to be 
instituted against I. S. Kalloch, Mayor, and 
are hereby further authorized and empowered 
to employ counsel and prosecute the matter 
at issue to a speedy determination. 
Adopted. 
Throughout the reading of the report and 
resolution the Mayor appeared unmoved and 
perfectly cool, appearing to consider nothing 
but the dignity of his position as presiding 
officer of the Board. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 
The Maharajah of Alwar has written the 
British Government, offering to bear the en­ 
tile cost of maintaining a native regiment of 
Afghanistan volunteers, aud his own personal 
service. 
The appointment of the Marquis of Ilipon 
as Viceroy of India is on the whole received 
at Calcutta favorably. Much disappointment 
is expressed that Lord Duffeiin’s health pre­ 
vented his appointment. 
A Calcutta dispatch says that the Maha­ 
rajah of Cashmere is suspected of carrying 
on a correspondence with Russia. 
William W irt Warren, aged 47, ex-member 
of Congress, died in Brighton, Mass., Sun­ 
day evening, after a short illness. 
A London dispatch says that Parnell hav­ 
ing been elected to sit for Cork, A. M. Sulli­ 
van has consented to stand for Meath county. 
The English officers of the Turkish gen- 
darmie have been informed that their con­ 
tract will be renewed if they consent to forty- 
five per cent, reduction in their salaries. 
The King of Italy declines to accept the 
resignation of the Ministry, but has accepted 
their proposition to dissolve the Chamber of 
Deputies. 
W. H. Doolittle, Assistant Commissioner 
of Patents, has resigned. 
The British House of Commons has ap­ 
pointed a committee to examine the claim of 
Charles Bradlaugh to make affirmation in­ 
stead of taking the usual oath of a member. 
The excitement at Paterson, N. J., over 
the shooting of James Van Hother by Win, 
Dalzell has subsided. Father and son are in 
jail, bail being refused. 
Governor Foster of Ohio has directed an 
inquiry iuto the charges of cruelty, misman­ 
agement, etc., in the Central Lunatic 
Asylum. 
A Montreal dispatch says that American 
hogs may now enter Canada, if slaughtered 
upon arrival. 
Vice-President Wheeler yesterday signed 
the Immediate Deficiency bill, which then 
went to the President. 
The President has nominated Edward L. 
Johnston, of Denver, to be United States 
District Attorney for Colorado. 
Lord Charles Brudnell Bruce, re-elected 
to the British Parliament for Marlborough, 
has been appointed Vice-Chamberlain. 
W. S. Cartwright, a large English colliery 
proprietor and owner of race-horses, is dead. 
Three crevasses are reported—two on 
Duplesses place, near Point a la Hache, and 
one at the Sarah plantations, in Plaquemines 
parish, Louisiana. 


ITEMS OF MINING NEWS. 
Largo ledges of coal have been discov­ 
ered on Sun river, Montana. 
The Gold Hill JWicn estimates that 
5,000,000 gallons of water is being daily 
raised from the Comstock mines. 
One hundred anil fifty placer miners, 
within ten miles of Prescott, Arizona, are 
taking out from §4 to 820 per day to the 
man. 
Locomotives run by compressed air have 
been tested in the Sutro Tunnel, and it is 
believed will prove the moat proper kind 
to use. 
Eastern capital is seeking investment in 
several mining districts in eastern Nevada. 
Already several mining properties have 
pissed iuto the hands of parties from 
abroad, mostly Eastern men. 
We were shown a piece of quartz the 
other day which a Mexican obtained from 
the headwaters of the Salinas river, says 
the San Luis Obispo Advocate. It was 
literally full of gold plainly visible to the 
naked eye. 
Hydraulic miners in Nevada county say 
that the present season will be one of the 
most profitable they have had for years. 
The water of those companies having long 
ditches will last till an uuprecedeutedly 
late period. 
The Comstocks are lower, in the aggre­ 
gate, at the present time, than they were 
during the great depression of 1877. On 
Tuesday last their value was about 813,­ 
000,000, while in 1S77 the Bonanza mines 
alone were selling at the rate of 815,000,­ 
000. 
David Davis, a miner in Tombstone, 
Arizona, was hoisting a bucket of ore, when 
the handle of the windlass slipped and 
struck him on the head, cutting a gash six 
inches long. With this infliction, ho was 
thoughtful enough to jump on the handle, 
anil stopped it, thus saving his brother’s 
life, who was at the bottom of the shaft. 
Two hundred years ago the shaft of the 
torquoise mine in Chalchult Mountain, 
New Mexico, caved in, and 100 Indians 
below at work were killed. The Spaniards 
tried to force the Indians to work «the 
mine, and the result was a rebellion and 
the expulsion of the Spanish. Now sorae 
capitalists are about to reopen the mine, 
which is said to be the only one of its kind 
on the continent.

W ash in g to n , May 3d.—The House was in 
session only nbout two hour, to-day, anil most 
of that time was spent in debatory proceed­ 
ings, interposed to prevent ltepresentative 
Springer from obtaining the floor to offer an 
anti-third-term resolution, which the Kepub- 
licans did not wish to vote upon. It having 
become evident that the Republicans would 
indefinitely continne to introduce long bills, 
and insist upon their being read in full, thus 
cutting off any opportunity for motions to 
suspend the rules, which are in order on Mon­ 
days only, after the completion of the call of 
States for bills, a majority concluded that the 
day might as well be wasted in one way as 
another, anil accordingly voted to adjourn. 
The only fresh California measure pre­ 
sented ill either branch of Congress to day 
was the Legislature’s resolution urging an in­ 
vestigation of the fraudulent location of sol­ 
diers’ homestead scrip, and the cancellation 
of patents issued thereon. It was referred to 
the Public Lands Committee. 
Commissioner Swift will not start west­ 
ward to-morrow, as he expected, but hopes to 
get off in the course of a few days. 
Governor McCormick has come over from 
New York, and was at the Capitol to-night, 
where he received a cordial greeting. 
Senator Thurman resumed his seat to-day, 
apparently much benefited by his visit to 
Ohio.

Sergeant-at-Arir.s Thompson left for Ohio 
last night, to watch over Thurman’s interest 
in the coming State Democratic Convention. 
Senator Logan has gone to Illinois, to pro­ 
mote the Grant boom for his State Republi­ 
can Convention, that assembles on the 1‘Jth 
instant. Illinois seems to be regarded on all 
hands as the pivotal State, which is to deter­ 
mine whether Grant or Blaine shall obtain the 
ascendency. 
Seuor Farnacora, the Mexican Minister, 
and all his family, leave Washington to-night 
for New York, ami will sail for Mexico on 
Wednesday.

FOREIGN SKITS. 
I.IIierties of Hamburg Threatened. 
^ B e rlin . May 3d.—The proceedings in the 
German Reichstag Saturday seem to show 
that the rights and liberties of Hamburg are 
seriously threatened. Wolfsohn and other 
members interpellated the Government, in­ 
quiring whether Brussia would be alio ved to 
include St. l’auls within the Zollverein with­ 
out first demanding the consent of the city of 
Hamburg, according to the Constitution. 
The Government replied evasively. Herr 
Schulz, Under Secretary of State, “aid the 
Government was not bound to reply to tho 
questions embodied in the interpellation, but 
he had the honor, nevi rthelc^s, ia the name 
and by the permission of Bismarck, to an­ 
swer that Trussia had done precisely as was 
suspected. She had not previously negotiated 
with Hamburg on the subject, aiul >he con­ 
templated the inclusion of St. Pauls in the 
Custom sphere, with or without the consent 
of Hamburg. The.-e were facts, he said, on 
the concealment of which no stress had been 
laid, but the Reichskanzler must decline to 
enter into discussion of them for the purpose 
of justifying or defending them from a legal 
or other point of vi w, since a regard due 
from him to the constitutional position of the 
Federal Council prevented him from treating 
with Parliament at the instance of the intex- 
pellant, as to a biil before the Bundesrath, 
which would soon have to be discussed by 
that body. 
Eng!:-.li G rain Trade. 
London, May 3d.—The Mark Lane Kxftn is 
says : The temperature during the past week 
has been exceedingly low, ami vegetation has 
received a sudden check, which is'bomewhat 
threatening to fruit. Country advices as a 
rule continue satisfactory in regard to the 
growing cereal crops, though wheat is report­ 
ed as losing color on some heavy lands, and 
as thin and by no means promising in a few 
districts. Sales of English wheat have again 
been limited, and business confined to Le.-t 
lots, which have gone quietly into consump­ 
tion at previous prices. Qualities were but 
little inquired for, and again receded a shil­ 
ling per quarter. In foreign wheat opera­ 
tions of buyers have been paralyzed by weight 
of present and prospective supplies. Business, 
consequently, moved within very narrow 
limits, and although wheat was only quoted 
at a sixpence to a shilling lower than on Mon­ 
day last a further reduction ha3 been more 
prevalent. It is singular, considering the 
light stocks held by millers, that the decline 
of prices consequent on tho collapse of the 
American ring should not have heen followed 
by materially increased demands. The first 
rush to sell is now over. A pause has oc­ 
curred, during which it would be well for 
both sides to consider the situation. It is 
impossible to say whether the lowest point 
has been reached, but it is certain that a few 
weeks of unfavorable weather would give a 
spur to speculation for which the low pricts 
now current offer compensating opportur,:* 
ties. Maize, in consequence of large ship­ 
ments from America, declined in five 
weeks from 5s Cd to 2s 3d per quar­ 
ter. Wheat during the beginning of the 
week declined until 4s 8d was reached on 
Thursday for red winter. Since then there 
has been a large demand for the United 
Kingdom and the Continent. The closing 
quotations show little or no alteration on the 
week. Maize sold steadily at about 24 shil­ 
lings per quarter, the decline being at length 
arrested. Wheat for shipment was sparingly 
offered, but buyers continued reserved. Sales 
of English wheat last week were 26,755 quar­ 
ters at 45s 9d, against 58,437 quarters at 40s 
9d during the same period last year. Im­ 
ports into the United Kingdom f.r the week 
ending April 24’h were 1,145,129 cwt. of 
wheat and 163,800 cwt. of Hour. 
French Ihm nher o f Deputies. 
Paris, May 3d.—In the Chamlier of Depu­ 
ties to-day, Laing, Republican and Catholic, 
introduced an interpellation contesting the 
validity of the ancient statutes cited by the 
Government in support of the decrees against 
unauthorized religious congregations. Min­ 
ister ot Justice Coz it argued that the laws 
were perfectly valid, anil had not in any 
sense fallen into disuse, bat had always been 
enforced when the Government of the day 
considered it necessary, although various 
Governments had from time to time allowed 
them to remain in abeyance, either through 
negligence or culpable connivance. He held 
that the republic was perfectly justified in 
defending itself, and the Government would 
therefore put into operation the existing 
laws, as it was their right and duty to do. 
Caz it was warmly applauded, aud the Re­ 
publican members who had intended to speak 
stated that in view of the declaration of the 
Minister they would refrain from debate. 
Laing then proposed an order of the day de­ 
manding that tiie law relating to the right of 
association be immedia'ely laid on the tulde. 
The Government moved an order of the day 
pure and simple, which was adopted—362 
to 137. liisiuurck anil IUa Office. 
London, May 3d.- The A’vrih German Ga- 
z’-tte denies the rumors recently circulated by 
Progressist newspapers of Bismarck’s ap­ 
proaching retirement from office, and says the 
Chancellor, in consequence of the abstention 
from Parliamentary attendance imposed upon 
him by the state of his health, has enjoyed 
an opportunity for devoting bis attention 
more continuously to his M inisterial duties in 
foreign and home affairs, and had himself 
stated that he daily acquires a greater love 
for those duties, and that his former inclina­ 
tion to seize every opportunity to remain at 
his country-seat proportionately diminishes.

L ondon, May 3d.—A Constantinople dis­ 
patch says : The Lemnt Ha t/d has heen 
suspended for hinting that the Government 
had better begin rt forming before the English 
Cabinet recognizes the necessity of executing 
the “ bag anil baggage ” policy.

B erlin, May 3<1.—The Reichstag to-day 
approved tbe extradition treaty concluded 
between Germany and Uruguay. The bill 
approving the provisional commercial ar­ 
rangement mane between Germany and 
Austria passed the first and second readings. 
The measure was recommended by the Plen­ 
ipotentiary of the Bundesrath and Director

th a t is to say two ycare later, this major­ 
ity was utterly extinguished, and a Dem­ 
ocratic majority of 30,000 took its place. 
This change wa3 brought about by w hat 
has ever sinco been known a3 “ the Missis­ 
s i p p i plan.” 
The Democrats organized 
m ilitary companies. 
They armed them 
w ith breech-loading rifles. 
They marched 
them upon the Republican meetings. 
At 
Clinton they attacked such a meeting and 
slaughtered one hundred colored Republi­ 
cans. 
Over four hundred political murders 
■were committed during th at campaign. 
Governor 
Ames 
was 
powerless 
to 
check 
the 
mischief. 
He 
could only 
appeal to President G rant for aid, and 
President G rant would not help him. 
Domestic insurrection of the most pro­ 
nounce! character was blazing all over Mis­ 
sissippi. 
The Republicans were driven 
from the field at the muzzle of the rifle. 
M urder and outrage were rife in every di­ 
rection. 
R at President Grant, reposing at 
Long Branch, wrote to the Attorney-Gen­ 
eral, I’ierrepont, that “ the whole public 
“ is tired of these autum nal outbreaks at 
“ the South, and the great majority are 
“ ready now to condemn any interference 
“ on the part of the Government.” 
He 
hoped that peace and order would be re­ 
stored w ithout' sending any troops to Mis­ 
sissippi. 
He did not send any troops. 
Peace and order were restored by the en­ 
forced surrender of the Mississippi Repub­ 
licans to shot-gun rule, and Governor Ames 
was promptly driven out of office by the 
lawless brigands who had stolen the Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Thenceforward Mississippi was 
a 
" s o lid ” 
Democratic 
State, 
and 
th a t is the kind of protection President 
G rant exteuded to the colored and white 
Republicans of the Sonth. 
It is worth 
while to recall the fact th at the introduc­ 
tion of the “ Mississippi plan ” was one of 
the events of his administration, for it Las 
a very direct bearing upon the argum ent of 
the Stalwarts who profess to expect so 
much from his capacities in the “ strong 
“ man ” line. 
I t might be thought th at a 
much weaker man could have see :i his way 
clear to such interference as would have 
maintained a republican form of govern­ 
ment in Mississippi, and th at in this way 
he might have saved not only that State, 
but South Carolina and Lonisiana, from 
the “ solidification ” they have since un 
dergone. 
Certainly his action was as little 
44 strong ” as anything could well be, and 
those who expect a different course from 
him hereafter m ust have better ground for 
their belief than either his past record or 
his present utterances afford. 


BLAINE STUMBLING. 


Blaine is just now catching some sharp 
criticism because of his recent indorse­ 
ment in Congress of all the acts of Grant’s 
administration. 
It is being pointed out 
that if he has no exception to take to any­ 
thing in Grant’s administration, his friends 
can only contend against the third-term 
movement, and have no other point left. 
Mr. Blaine is no doubt in the dilemma of 
all candidates who are too anxious to 
. please everybody, but this is a dangerous 
weakness, and1* in so critical a juncture 
might easily shipwreck his prospects. 
It 
would be well for him if Congress ad­ 
journed, for he is evidently disposed to 
talk too much, precisely at the time when 
Presidential candidates ought to hold their 
tongues religiously.

POPULAR RISPOSSIBILITT FOR SENTI­ 
MENTAL MURDER. 


By sentim ental murder we mean the 
kind of crime which has for its motive 
some idea of vindicating honor or aveng­ 
ing insult offered to the murderer or his 
connections. 
This is a class of crime 
clearly distinguishable from the murders 
which are committed by habitual crimi­ 
nals, under th e impulse of intoxication, 
in the course of violent quarrels, etc. 
The 
latter are liable to occur in any stage of 
civilization yet reached by men, but the 
sentimental m urder is an index to a partic­ 
ular condition of social development, and 
it is necessary to point out th at it implies 
the existence of a more or less barbarous 
public opinion in the communities where it 
occurs. 
W hen, for example, Charles De 
Young attem pted to kill the elder Kalioch, 
even those who reprehended the manner of 
the deed in many cases held th at the prov­ 
ocation he had received justified homicide. 
When the younger Kalioch killed Charles 
De Young, a quite general if vague senti­ 
ment made itself recognized, th at however 
heinous his offense might be, there was 
that in the provocation he had (or was 
supposed to have) received, which might 
w arrant 
a 
resort even to the weap­ 
ons of the assassin. 
Now if 
Charles 
Do 
Young, 
w ithout 
any 
previous 
quarrel 
with 
Dr. 
Kalioch, 
had 
iu a drunken fit shot him, there would 
assuredly have been no hesitation about 
the popular verdict. And if young Kalioch 
had waylaid Charles De Young, and killed 
him in order to get possession of his pocket- 
book, the condemnation of the community 
would have been equally prompt and de­ 
cisive. 
But when sentim ent enters into 
the case it is plain to be seen th at the pub­ 
lic judgm ent is warped by a w ant of posi­ 
tive conviction as to how far men may go 
in the process of “ vindication.” 
It is 
probable, if not absolutely certain, th at 
we have in this confusion of thought the 
effects of two distinct influences, namely 
the “ old code of honor," and the more 
modern proneness to use extreme measures 
iu self-protection, engendered by the laxity 
of government in frontier settlem ents. 
It 
is, however, of les3 importance to ascertain 
the genesis of this tone of public senti­ 
ment than to show its effects upon social 
progress and civilization. 
One journal 
stated not long since th at if Charles De 
Young had not sought Kalloch’s life when 
he did, he could not have continued to live 
iu California. 
Now if this statem ent 
were true, it would be a very serious 
impeachment of California civilization, and 
to the extent th a t it Í3 true it constitutes 
such an impeachment. 
For it is very cer­ 
tain th at a sentim ent of th at kind can 
only obtain in a comparatively barbarous 
condition of society. 
Resort to homicide 
for any other motive than self-preservation 
is both barbarous and 
irrational. 
No 
slander was ever refuted by killing the 
slanderer. 
No lie was ever exposed by 
killing the liar. 
No man’s reputation was 
ever vindicated by washing it in blood. 
The idea th at anyone can prove his worth 
by taking upon himself the ineffaceable in­ 
famy of m urder is so utterly preposterous 
th at it can only bo entertained by such as 
are incapable of reasoning at all. 
And 
when a community accepts these barbarous 
views of responsibilities and obligations, 
and gravely talks of such “ vindication” 
as the pistol and knife effects, as being suf­ 
ficient and conclusive, it is evident th at it 
is in a low stage of development, w hatever 
pretensions it may advance to the con­ 
trary. 


All societies have to pass through this 
stage, but until they have passed through 
it they are im m ature and crude. 
I t is 
neees3ary th a t public opinion should reach 
a higher point before sentim ental murder 
will cease. 
I t is a crime which will con­ 
tinue to be committed so long as any linger­ 
ing traces of the old savage creed remains, 
so long as there are found people to con­ 
tend th at the taking of human life ia, un­ 
der any circumstances, a permissible form 
of redress or retribution. 
When the pub­ 
lic becomes intelligent enough to perceive 
that murder cannot change facts, or undo 
calumny, or atone for misrepresentation, 
or clear reputations from aspersion, then 
the decline of this form of crime will take 
place, but not before. 
San Francisco has 
had a very melancholy and humiliating ex­ 
perience in this connection, her discred­ 
itable record beginning with the m urder of 
Crittenden by Laura Fair—a most hideous 
crime, without one mitigating feature, and 
the issue of which was shameful to the 
last degree. 
The sentim ental m urder then 
received 
its 
most 
extravagant 
and 
shocking development, but it has since 
been made manifest th at the feeling which 
facilitated th at gross and flagrant failure of 
justice has held its own. 
And there are 
few relics of barbarism more insidious and 
demoralizing than this. W hat it is capable 
of we see in Southern communities, where 
the eyes of society are completely blinded 
to the cruelty and cowardice of murder, 
aud where by a perfectly natural process of 
degradation, even the chivalrous instinct 
upon which the people of th at region pride 
themselves, developes, as in the Chisholm 
massacre, into mere brutal ferocity, reck­ 
less of everything b at the consummation 
of its bloody-minded purpose. 
There is 
nothing which tends to retard civilization 
more than this mischievous and silly notion 
about the protection of honor by homicide. 
It is not only a mark of barbarism wher­ 
ever it obtains, but it is allied w ith many 
other influences all of which work against 
progress. 
The idea th at true courage lias 
anything to do w ith it is absurd. 
The 
men who commit murder 
in deference 
to w hat they think public opinion to be, 
are in tru th cowards, for they are afraid 
of an unreasonable and foolish sentiment. 
As civilization expands all such crude 
and savage notions are abandoned and out- 
wn, and with their abandonment natnr- 
ly goes the disposition to resort to those 
exasperating methods of attack which are 
at present held to palliate or excuse mur­ 
der. 
In older communities the tendency 
to sentimental murder has nearly become 
extinct, and this is plainly because public 
opinion no longer regards it with leniency. 
There the man who 
takes human life 
must expect to be judged sternly and 
impartially, without any leaning toward 
clemency on account of public belief in 
the “ c o d e ;” 
and if he is convicted lie 
hangs, and no man pities him, or regrets 
his shameful end. 
When California has 
attained to this condition of public senti­ 
ment the kind of crimes which have here­ 
tofore stained the annals of the State will 
cease, and no one will ventur#to scandalize 
society and outrage the law in that way, 
with any expectation or hope of being 
acquitted through the aid of popular sym­ 
pathy. 


T H E 
P E N N S Y L V A N IA 
L O B B Y IS T S . 


The pardon of the five Pennsylvania 
lobbyists convicted of attempting to bribe 
the Legislature to steal four millions of 
dollars from the State, may have become 
necessitated by political corruption, so far 
as the State Government, the party lead­ 
ers, and the criminals themselves, are con­ 
cerned, but na more unfortunate episode 


could have occurred at this juncture, for 
the prospects of the Stalwarts. 
For these 
convicted lobbyists, and their uneonvicted 
backers, are all mo¿t intim ately ami prom­ 
inently indentified with the movement by 
which the H arrisburg Convention was 
packed for G rant. 
The sentim ent of the 
PennsylvaniaRepublican rank-and-file is by 
no means enthusiastic for G rant and a third 
term . In fact it is claimed th at so strong is 
the feeliDg for Blaine amongthe masses, that 
Senator Cameron will be unable to hold 
the delegation at Chicago, 
and 
th at 
at least tw enty of them will refuse to obey 
the “ m achine” whip. 
The effect of this 
scandal upon the Republicans who were 
already opposed to the “ machine,” and 
who resented the dictation of Senator 
Cameron and his henchmen, is therefore 
certain to be very great, and it will proba­ 
bly result iu a marked increase of enthusi­ 
asm in the independent Convention about 
to b e held at St. Louis. 
The “ m achine” 
managers would no doubt much rather that 
the lobbyists should have gone quietly to 
prison, but they were not at all willing to 
be sacrificed, and they have compelled their 
political associates to rescue them, even at 
the sacrifice of decency and to the outrag­ 
ing of public opinion. 
All this is sure to 
tell upon the campaign, and in the event 
of G rant’s nomination it is by no means 
unlikely to lose the State of Pennsylvania 
to the Republican party. 


A TORNADO IN COURT. 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


A curious case is on trial in the Circuit 
Court at Madison, Wisconsin. 
Ail insur­ 
ance company is sued for a policy on a 
house which was destroyed in the great 
tornado of May, 1878. 
In order to re­ 
cover, the plaintiff m ust show th at the 
damage was caused by lightning, and not 
by wind. 
\\ itncsses have been introduced 
who describe the tornado as having been 
apparently full of fire. 
I t was shown that 
the debris of the house was found to be on 
fire after the hurricane had passed, and 
some people were burned quite severely. 
The igutous theory, however, did not 
appear to 
be 
borne 
out by observa­ 
tion of the effects 
of 
the 
tornado 
upon the trees, vegetation, fences, etc., 
and certain members of the Faculty from 
the State University having been called, 
gave their opinion th at the whole of the 
damage was caused by wind. 
The suit is 
not yet concluded, aud it appeal's to be one 
well calculated to puzzle the Judges aud 
lawyers. 
The evidences 
of electrical 
action adduced are certainly sufficient to 
justify the hypothesis th at fire may have 
had something to do with the destruction, 
but it will probably be impossible to estab­ 
lish such a case as will give the plaintiff 
what he seeks. 
This is the first instance 
in which a tornado is known to have been 
brought into Court.

ha, for toe establishm ent of a branch m int a t that 
place. 
A bill was introduced by Williams, to establish an 
ocean mail service between the United states and 
certain foreign ports, and providing adequate com­ 
pensation therefor. 
Referred to the Committee on 
Postoffices aud Post Kuads. 
[ft provides th at the 
anuual rate of compensation shall not exceed 820 
per mile for the usual traveled distauce on the way. 
The vessels employed shall be iron screw steam ­ 
ships, owned and built by Americans in American 
shipyards of American m aterials, and officered and 
m anned by American crews. The vessels employed 
under this bill, and all other iron steam ships of 
American build and ownership engaged in foreign 
commerce, shall he entitled to draw the supplies 
necessary for their voyages out of bond and free of 
duty, and are relieved cf all dues and taxation and 
port charges, except the tonnage tax now imposed 
by law. 
Ships aud vessels of forcing Pow ers shall 
he liable to m e same liabilities and restricti ns in 
United States pons as American vessels ore subjected 
to iu foreign ports. 
It also provides for paying a 
bounty of £25,000 during five years irom the passage 
of tile Act to any American ship-owner for each 
iron or steel screw steam ship of over 3,000 tons ton­ 
nage built and owned in the United States, aud 
fitted for freight, mail and passenger seivice.j 
Cameron’s nill went over after the m orning hour, 
and Vanee resumed his speech iu support of ¡Spot- 
ford against Kellogg.

M ea su r in g M o isture. — An ingenious 
method of measuring the quantity of moist­ 
ure in the air has been devised by Herr 
Rudorff, who lately announced it to the 
German Chemical Society. 
It consists in 
admitting to a measured volume of air (say 
1,000 c. c. m.), contained in a suitable glass 
chamber, a small quantity of sulphuric acid 
from a graduated tube with a etop-cock. 
The acid absorbs all the aqueous vapor con­ 
tained in the air, thereby disturbing, how­ 
ever, the pressure in the chamber. 
This 
diminution of pressure is shown by means 
of a manometer connected with the vessel. 
Sulphuric acid is then admitted in drops 
until the original pressure is restored. The 
absorbed aqueous vapor is thns replaced by 
an equal volume of sulphuric acid, and by 
calculation the perceBtage of vapor that 
the air had carried can be readily ascer­ 
tained. 
The method ia said to give very 
accurate results, aud the operation makes 
a good lecture experiment.

Many articles of food are so 
cheap in China th at it pays to ship them 
here. 
For instance, there were a number 
of baskets of eggs, each egg covered w ith 
a coating of mud and lime, iu the cargo. 
Chinese dried and prepared fruits and gin­ 
ger were also extensively received. 
There 
were some consignments of oysters cooked 
and dipped iu a sort of varnish. 
Even 
dried fish is brought from China to some 
extent. 
Young lily blossoms and small 
bamboo shoits dried are also used for food, 
some few cases beiug invoiced to merchants 
here. 
The Chinese curios th at are being 
received here now do not stay to any great 
extent in the city. 
They are shipped to 
the Eastern States, in many cases in bond, 
the San Francisco m arket being over­ 
stocked. 


THE PAPER 
QUESTION. 


The public is aware of much agitation 
concerning the printing-paper question and 
the tariff, and that a heavy advance has 
been made by manufacturers and dealers 
upon all kinds of printing and book-paper. 
George P. Rowell & Co., advertising agents, 
New York., have issued a circular on the 
subject which reads as follows : 
Whatever else may be doubtful about 
the intention of the authors of our tariff 
laws, they undoubtedly meant to place on 
the free list all materials used in the man­ 
ufacture of paper. 
It happened that pulp 
of wood, which is by far the most impor­ 
tant element in the manufacture of paper 
used by the daily and weekly press of the 
country, was not specifically aud by name 
exempted from duty. 
Under a Treasury 
decision which held that this verbal omis­ 
sion was fatal to the free admission of wood 
pulp, a few manufacturers of that article 
have been able to impose an exorbitant tax 
on the general body of paper-makers, by 
whom it is of course shifted on the con­ 
sumers, the newspaper publishers of the 
country, and the burden falls with special 
hardship on the publishers outside of the 
great cities—we, consequently, being im­ 
poverished so that a handful of monopolists 
may grow rich. 
The 
most 
powerful 
champion of these monopolists is Repre­ 
sentative Garfield. 
Were his opposition to 
the bill withdrawn 
the restoration *f 
wood pulp to the free list, where it be­ 
longs, would be accomplished in a few 
days. 
While his opposition continues the 
monopolists are secure. 
Can Mr. Garfield 
afford to continue his support of a most 
odious and oppressive tax which brings in 
no revenue to the Government, but which 
interferes very decidedly with the dissem­ 
ination of knowledge among the people ’

From a robust man of 180 pounds he wasted away 
to 90 at his death, suffering excruciating pain for 
m onths.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


BOAP.D OF CITY TRUSTEES. 
At the regular session of the Board of City 
Trustees yesterday forenoon, the water 
works report from chief engineer J. A. Cun­ 
ningham showed that during the past week 
the wurks had been running 108 hours, the 
total number of gallons of water pumped was 
9,337,000 and the amount of fuel consumed in 
pumping the same was 935 cubic feet of gas 
coke. 
STREET SPRINKLING. 
Proposals were received as follows for 
sprinkling District No. 7 : Joseph Burns, 
§745; Jacob Keiper, 9930; A. King, §745. 
On motion, the bids were rejected and the 
Street Commissioner was directed to readver- 
tise for sealed proposals for doing the work— 
a check for $100 or $100 in coin to accompany 
each bid. 
FRAME BUILDINGS. 
A petition was received, signed by ,T. 
Breuner and others, remonstrating against 
J. It. Stoll having permission to build a 
frame addition to his building on K street, 
between Fifth and Sixth, as heretofore 
prayed for ; also a communication from in­ 
surance agents stating that the erection of 
the building would increase insurance rates. 
After a full hearing oí the matter it was laid 
over for one week. 
The application of James iinnegan for 
permission to erect a frame building on the 
north side of K street, between Seventh and 
Eighth, was rejected. 
CITT DRAINAGE. 
E, K. Alsip appeared before the Board 
and stated that he, with A. S. Hopkins and 
M. M. Odell, had been appointed as a com­ 
mittee, at a meeting of the citizens of the 
Fourth Ward, to present to the Board the 
subject of drainage in that part of the city, 
and to procure, if possible, the turning of the 
water of Burns slough ditch at or about 
Twenty-fourth and N streets, and run the 
same east of Poverty ridge. 
After a full discussion upon the subject, 
with explanations by City Surveyor Bassett 
in reference to the inadequacy of the sewers 
to carry off the water in that portion of the 
city, the Trustees stated that they had no 
funds with which to make the desired im­ 
provements this year, and no action was con­ 
sequently taken. 
MONTHLY REPORTS, ETC. 
The regular monthly reports of N. A. 
Kidder, Harbormaster ; W. C. Farnsworth, 
Superintendent of the City Cemeteries : P. 
Brannigan, Poundmaster; and M att Kar- 
cher. Chief of Police, were read and ordered 
on hie. 
C. T. Jones requested the Board to ar­ 
range an agreed case to try in the matter of 
the recently discharged policemen, but the 
Board decided to lay the matter over, and 
the bills for their April salary, for which 
claim is made, were referred to the Chief of 
Police. 
Edward Cadwalader presented a petition 
signed by property owners on Tenth street, 
between O and R, asking that the City Rail­ 
way be required to place their track between 
those streets on the same grade as on Tenth 
street, between K and I). So ordered. 
The bonds of W. A. Fountain and William 
Tutron, for improving L street, from Tenth 
to Fifteenth, were approved. 
After a full consideration of the applica­ 
tion of M. Barber, for correction of assess­ 
ment, it was ordered that the Assessor be 
authorized to correct the assessment on the 
east 30 feet of lot 6, between C and 1>, Thir­ 
teenth and Fourteenth streets, from $200 to 
$100, it appearing that the improvements do 
not belong to said Barber.

HOMICIDE. 


DESPERATE ENCOUNTER WITH A CHI 
NES3 CHICEEN-THIEF. 


A Fight In the Dark—The Thief Killed— 
Coroner’s Inquest—The Jury 
Justifies the Act. 


About 2 o’clock yesterday morning a most 
desperate and deadly encounter occurred in 
the upper part of the city between Martin V. 
Jurgens and Ah Chee, a Chinaman who was 
caught in the act of stealing poultry from 
the premises of the former. Mr. Jurgens is 
a German residing on P street, between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-second, where he 
keeps a poultry ranch, adjoining the 
slaughter-house of Chris, Weisel, who 
is his brother-in-law. In common with 
the people 
generally 
in 
Sacramento 
who have sought to keep poultry upon their 
premises, Mr. Jurgens has suffered continual 
depredations from chicken thieves, until he 
determined to put an end to the robberies by 
ferreting out and arresting the parties en­ 
gaged in it. This his continued losses com­ 
pelled him to do or else give up altogether 
the business of carrying on a chicken ranch 
as he has heretofore been doing. Accordingly 
for some time past Mr. Jurgens has been 
carefully observing his premises and sleeping 
watchfully, hoping to hear any noise that 
might accompany nocturnal visits, but still 
his chickens and his ducks disappeared, and 
were so skillfully taken and removed that he 
could only know of further depredations com­ 
mitted upon his fold by tracks and removal 
of boards about the roosts, and the inevitable 
reduction in numbers at each additional 
count. Finally as a last resort to detect and 
apprehend the thieves he resolved to sleep in 
the chicken-house, where he would hear the 
slightest disturbance and be on hand for ac­ 
tion should occasion present itself. This un­ 
pleasant task he had been carrying forward 
lor the past four nights, when at last he was 
greeted with a watched-for visit, which re­ 
sulted in the sudden termination of the ex­ 
ploits and career of the chicken thief, and 
-Mr. Jurgens himself narrowly escaping with 
his life. His testimony before the Coroner’s 
inquest, held yesterday afternoon at A. J. 
Yermilya's office, gives the facts connected 
with the occurrence, and which is substan­ 
tially as follows : 
Monday I found that I had been robbed 
again, and I watched in the hen-house. I 
found that the boards had been taken off the 
back side, and hung up loosely, the old nails 
sticking in the scantling. Last night I was 
sitting in the chicken-house watching, and I 
think it was about 1 o'clock, and I saw a 
light, and all at once 1 noticed the boards 
fall. The uioou was not up, but it was star­ 
light. All at once I heard a hen squall, and 
1 saw a dark object take something down 
from the south part of the west department 
of the building. I then took up my club, 
which I had carried there with me, and made 
a strike at him and bit him, but not bard 
enough, as A^hit too high and struck the 
roost. He flil&i made a run towards the east 
department, but he could not get out there, 
when he turned and ran at me, throwing his 
arms about me. Then I made for the door, 
to get a hatchet which I had there, and 
where I also had a knife, in case anything 
should happen. I did not know whether it 
was a white man or G'hinaman, but I 
intended to arrest him, and 1 wanted 
to get hold of the hatchet to de­ 
fend myself. When I got to the door I 
reached the hatchet with the right hand, and 
had my arm around him as I went out the 
door. At first I did nothing with the hatchet. 
I hit him in the face with my left hand. He 
spoke my name and said, “ Ále go borne.” 1 
said, “ No ; I am going to tie you and take 
you to Sacramento.” I had a rope and was 
going to tie him. He did not have hold of 
me at this time. He was striking at me until 
we got out by the windmill and got down. I 
did not drag him, but I would not let go of 
him, for I wanted to arrest him. I called for 
help and the Chinaman wanted to get away, 
anil I would not let him. Then all at once, 
in our struggle, we both fell down and I on 
top. We rolled over and he came on top of 
me. We rolled over three or four times in 
t'.iis way while thus or. the ground. Finally 
I lost the hatchet and he got hold of it. 
I struck him with my hand, and he struck 
me with the hatchet. I thought then that 
my time had come and I had to do something. 
I called out “ Murder,” and called for help. 
He was on top at the time, and I cannot tell 
how many times he struck me with the 
hatchet. It was several times. He hit me 
<>n the head several times, and also on the 
hands. There were two marks on my hands 
made with his teeth. I at last got the 
hatchet away from him and began to strike 
him. I did not kill him the first blow. I 
jumped on him with my knees and tried to 
tie him, but I saw be was then too weak and 
it was rot necessary. I told him before I 
struck him with the hatchet that I wanted to 
tie him and take him to Sacramento, and he 
said he did not want to go Unci then began to 
fight me. 1 had the rope tied around my 
body and did not remove it until after the 
fatal blow was struck. I afterwards tied the 
rope around one of his wrists, but found he 
was so weak I did nothing more. 
Thus far Mr. Jurgens is the only witness 
of the transaction, but his cries for help hav­ 
ing been at last heard by Nicholas Mohn.who 
lives near by, he testifies that he went to the 
place where they were upon the ground, and 
as he did so Mr. Jurgens said, “ I am glad 
you came, for I am most given out.” The 
Chinaman at the same time was scuffling 
with him. Mohn struck a match and saw 
both were bloody, and could not tell one from 
the other. Immediately afterwards Mr. Jur­ 
gens’ brother and C. G. Heissenbuttel came, 
and they found that the Chinaman wns most 
dead. They then went after a horse and 
wagon to take the Chinaman down town be­ 
fore he died, but when they got back there 
he was dead. At Mr. .Jurgeus’ request his 
brother and Mr. Molni immediately pro­ 
ceeded to police headquarters and gave notice 
of the affair, whereupon officers Campbell, 
Smith and Thorpe went to the scene of the 
encounter and found the Chinaman dead as 
stated, and lying in a pool of blood near the 
chicken-house, bis face and head horribly 
mutilated by the repeated blows from the 
hatchet. Mr. Jurgens gave to them a full 
statement of the entire transaction, and after­ 
wards accompanied the officers to the station- 
house. where he was placed in a cell to await 
the Coroner’s inquest. At the same time 
Coroner Vertnilya was notified, and had the 
body of the Chinaman taken to bis rooms on 
J street, where a large crowd of Chinese and 
others continued to gather throughout the 
day.After the defendant had been placed in 
keeping at the station-house, a physician was 
called and dressed his wounds, when it was 
found that there were three upon the fore­ 
head, where the Chinaman struck him with 
the hatchet—one upon the temple, from 
which he only escaped immediate death by 
its being but a slight blow. His left hand 
was also hacked badly upon the back from 
the hatchet, and the outer part of the palm 
of both hands were bitten through and (>or- 
tions of the flesh torn out by the teeth of the 
deceased. 
The head and features of the Chinaman 
were so disfigured that he was not identified 
until in the afternoon, when he was recognized 
as Ah Chee, who had been employed at the 
slaughter-house of Chris. Weisel, and was 
also identified by Chief Karcher as the same 
party, and of whom he had a photograph in 
his gallery at police headquarters among the 
list of old offenders. 
At the inquest the testimony of defendant 
M. V. Jurgens, Nicholas Mohu, Dr. W. H. 
Baldwin and C. G. Heissenbuttel was taken, 
and was substantially as given by defendant 
and included above. 
C. G. Heissenbuttel, in bis testimony, 
states that upon examination of the premises 
two burlap sacks were found at the chicken- 
liouse, one outside the hole where the en­ 
trance was made, and the Chinaman's hat 
also lay by it. The other was inside the 
building and had a chicken in it. The Chi­ 
naman had a lot of strings in his pocket. 
In the examination the prosecution was 
conducted by District Attomev Buckley and 
City Attorney Anderson, and Álatt. Johnson 
appeared for defendant. After a full consid­ 
eration of the case the jury returned the fol­ 
lowing verdict: 
At an inquest held on the body of a Chinaman 
killed at or uear I’ street and Thirtieth street, this 
Monday morning May 3. 1380, we, the Coroner's 
Jurv, summoned by the Coroner to inquire into the 
cause of said Chinaman’s death, do End said Cbina- 
mai.’s name to be Ah Chee, a native of Chiua, aged 
about 24 years, and that the cause of the death of 
the said Ah Chee was from blows inflicted by a 
hatchet in the hands of one Martin V. Jurgens. 
The jurv find that the defendant, Martin V. Jurgens, 
was justified in the killing of Ah Chee. 
A. W. Addir.gton. Thomas L. Acock, George B. 
Crawford, 'V. S. Slarehant, hole. Hyman, Thomas 
Kirkpatrick, L. D. Cook, J. J. o’Hare, Ed. Kelley, 
I. E. Flagg, A. C. Gardner, Wm. F. Griggs, Harry 
Webster. 
After rendition of the verdict a copy of the 
same was furnished to Chief of Bolice 
Karcher, and upon direction of the attorneys 
for prosecution, the defendant was discharged 
from custody. 
_ 
, 
Last evening a prominent Chinese mer­ 
chant at the corner of Fourth and I streets 
stated that the deceased was wjll known to 
him, and that he was not a chicken thief, but 
was regularly employed out there, and had 
been for a long tim e; that on the evening 
immediately prior to the occurrence Ah Chee 
had been in Chiaatown visiting up to 1’2 
o’clock, and was in his best clothes when he 
returned out there. He claims that he could 
not have been at the premises when killed 
with intention of stealing chickens, for evea 
if he had been of that class he would not have 
worn his best| clothes upon such an errand. 


The merchant’s view of the affair is that they 
met there at Jurgens’ place, either by acci­ 
dent or intentionally, and got into an alter­ 
cation, either from supposing him to be im­ 
properly there, or from other causes, which 
terminated in the fatal manner described. 
He claims that the matter wiil be investiga­ 
ted by the Chinese company to which de­ 
ceased belongs, and that it wUl be found that 
deceased was not of the character which is 
given by the legal proceedings.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 
"Gentlemen, There is no Choice—Call the 
Roll Again.” 
The line which last appears above has been 
so often in the mouth of President Grif- 
fitts of the Board of Education of this 
city for the two long sessions last held 
by the Boaru, that it is probable he will 
dream of the words, mutter them in his 
sleep, and involuntarily turn them over in 
his mind for some timo to come—just as a 
jingling rhyme, an odd expression or a nu­ 
merical arrangement will sometimes take 
hold of one and not be driven out 
of the iuind. 
The cause is to be 
found in the fact, that the recent 
meetings of the Board have been given 
up almost wholly to balloting for Census 
Marshal. About sixty ballots were taken— 
more or less—at the first sitting, and last 
night the battle was resumed. Interspersed 
with the roll-calls were motions to adjourn, 
and other side bar-tactics, so thick and fre­ 
quent that no adequate detail of them "would 
be interesting. The formula during all this 
time was something like this : " Hickman 
4, Davis 1, Henderson 1, Wick 1, McCleery 
1. Gentlemen, there is no choice; call the 
roll agaiD. McCleery 2, Hobby 1, Powers 1, 
Cook 2, Hickman 2. Gentlemen, there is 
no choice ; call the roll again. Russell 2, 
Hickman 4, Cook 1, McCleery 1. Gentlemen, 
there is no choice. Call the roll again. 
Cook 3, Henderson 1, Hickman 4. Gentle­ 
men, there is no choice. Call the roll again,” 
and so on. At last, when the deadlock be­ 
came absurd among such grave, bald-headed, 
gray and domesticated citizens like those 
composing the Board of Education; when it 
had lasted nearly a week aud with small 
sign of being broken, Director Lord was seen 
to nod his head and smile, and Director Mc- 
Clatchy nodded his head in reply and smiled, 
aud Lord nodded his head harder and smiled, 
and Hornblower smiled and nodded, and 
Lord nodded very hard, and Grilfitts nodded, 
Butler watched all three closely, and Wie- 
meyer began to widen about the mouth, and 
Stalker unbent enough to let the faint glim­ 
mer of a smile irradiate his eouutenance, 
and Knights, who always smiles, smiled 
the more, and finally, about 9 o’clock last 
night, the Board broke out into a 
long guffaw, and the ice and the dead­ 
lock gave way, and the mighty question was 
soon settled—after the clerk had used up the 
entire supply of stationery laid in for the 
year, keeping tallies of the many ballots—as 
to who shall count the noses of the Sacra­ 
mento youngsters in tho capacity of Census 
Marshal, and receive therefore about $250 or 
$300. This was the way it was settled on the 
last ballot: For R. K. Wick, Mr. Butler; 
fur W. H. Hobby, Messrs. Hornblower, 
Knights, Lord, Stalker and Wiemeyer; for 
Joseph McCleery, Mr. Griffitts ; for P. L. 
Hickman, Mr. ÁlcClateby. Ami so Mr. 
Hobby was declared elected. This is 
the longest deadlock ever known in the 
Sacramento Board of Education. During 
some thirty ballots four members voted 
steadily for Hickman, and during some fifteen 
ballots, four voted steadily for Cook. The 
Board received the petition of thiry-four 
teachers who thought there should be a week 
added to the preseut school term, because the 
many holidays recently had interrupted the 
progress of the scholars. Mr. Butler from 
the Committee on Graduation reported that 
the Examination Committee had prepared 
the necessary questions for the approaching 
examinations. 
Mr. Hornblower, from the Library Com­ 
mittee, reported that the Messrs. Houghton 
offered to supply maps at $4, being 25 cents 
less than other bidders. 
The matter of the claim of Mr. Cottier for 
infringement of patent for ventilating was 
referred to Mr. Stalker. 
The Board then adjourned until Wednes­ 
day evening at 7:30 o’clock, when it will open 
the bids for furnishing text-books.
